t, Britain cutting loose from her so- 


called "dependence" on America 
tor cotton supplies. We don't like 
the term "dependence", of course. 
People who trade with each other 
aren't "dependent"; they merely 
exchange goods. If Britain buys our 
cotton we have to buy something 
else from Britain. 


Americans need to appreciate 


that fact, for it is obvious that the 
one-time wealth of Great Britain 
has fallen on evil days, eiiguitcd 
by two world wars in a generation 


j, and further retrenchment of 
her 
' colonial possessions. If Britain can 


not sell us more or less the equiv- 
alent of her required cotton sup- 
plies then, like any other crip- 
pled business, she will have to find 
that cotton where not so many dol- 
lars-are required. 


It is an ancient and honorable 


trade connection that is thus jeopar- 
dized—England's cotton purchases 
from America. For at one time it 
was

that

special long-staple cotton was given 
a special quotation on the Liverpool 


i Exchange. 


'Ihe word "jeopardized" is not 


quite accurate, however. Anyone 
familiar with the traditional Brit- 
ish policy

colonies doesn't believe the English 
are going to do what is necessary 
if they expect to put colonial cotton 
planters on a competitive basis with 
America. Americans are machine 
farmers. British colonial operations 
have always been slow to adopt 
machine methods.

It is also possible to send 
radioactive iodine to any part of 
the body and concentrate any de- 
sired amount there- without harm 
to other tissues. 


These are not cures for cancer. 


As yet they are not even treat- 
ments. But they may be the spear- 
head of an attack which someday 
Will conquer what is perhaps the 
,-most horrible disease of all man- 
kind's ailments. 


Some day, surely, the announce- 


ment of cancer's conquest will come 
—in those 
careful 
words which, 


to the honor of medical ethics and 
scientific caution, are used to guard 
the sufferer from false hopes. But 
the announcement will conic only 
if all who control nuclear research 
will use the wisdom that their sol- 
emn obligation demands. A begin- 
ning of that wisdom would bo to 
remove the whole atomic program 
as far as possible from politics.

_ The two developments that 
Mr. 


Strauss mentioned were made pos- 
sible by radioactive elements from 
the Oak Ridge atomic pile. That 
same pile is the source of wea- 
pons most important to our national 
defense. And since national de- 
fense is the responsibility'of gov- 
ernment, and government is a poli- 
tical structure, 
the divorce of 


science from politics is not easy to 
achieve.

Mobile radiotelephone service — 


telephones in cars—is expected to 
be available along U. S. Highway 67 
in the vicinity of Hope by late 
summer, W. Q. Warren,

i manager for the Southwestern Bell 
I Telephone Company, announced to- 
day. 


Hope's radiotelephone station will 


be a link in the chain of stations 
along Highway G7 from St. Louis to 
Texas. In this chain, stations arc 
now in operation at St. Louis and 
Little Rock. A station at Newport 
will begin operating in tha near 
future and another at Poplar Bluff, 
Missouri will be ready to start by 
the end of August. 


Warren explained that the sta- 


tion here will serve a two-fold pur- 
pose. It will not only reach cars 
equipped 
with 
radiotelephones 


along Highway 67, but it will also 
provide local mobile service in 
and around Hope itself. 


Tests of the local equipment arc 


currently being run from the new 
radiotelephone tower built next to 
the telephone office in preparation 
for the opening of service.

Mobila radiotelephone 


combines radio with regular tele- 
phone circuits. If a man in Hope 
should place a call to a car mov- 
ing down Highway 67, he would 
first call long distance. At the long 
distance switchboard a special mo- 
bile service operator handles this 


Radiotelephone transmitting sta- 


tions will be so spaced that when 


service a car passes beyond the range of 


one, it will move into the range of 
another. When the mobile service 
along Highway 67 is completed, a 
car will never be out of reach of 
a transmitting station no matter 
where the car may be along the 
highway. .

Much Higher 
Than Last Year

New York, July 7 — (UP) — 


Infantile paralysis is raging again 
m two states and the number of 
cases for the nation is running 50 
percent over 1947. 


Officials of the National Founda- 


tion for Infantile Paralysis were 
cautious today in making any pre- 
dictions as to how serious the polio 
season may be, but they pointed 
to the figures which indicated that 
the disease already had reached 
the epidemic stage in Texas and 
North Carolina. 


In Texas, 
the 
latest 
figures 


showed 579 cases as compared to 
only 69 last year. In North Caro- 
lina, the figures showed 270 
as 


against 21 last year. The situation 
was regarded as "not too good" 
in California where 281 had been 
reported as against 34G last year at 
this time. 


For the nation, the latest reports 
showed 2,007 cases. For the same 
period last year, there were 1,201 
cases. In 1946 — the nation's sec- 
ond worst polio year — there were 
1,852 cases up to July 1. The 1946 
total was about 25,00 Ocascs, and 
in 1916 — the worst year —there 
were about 27,000 cases. 


Reports to the foundation 
here 


showed that few cases of bulbar 
type polio have struck. The bulbar 
type affects the 
nerves 
leading 


from the brain and usually is fatal. 
In/ some such cases the 
patient 


cannot swallow, and ho "drowns 
in his own saliva." 


The bulbar type struck heavily 


in the 1946 epidemic, particularly 
in Minnesota. This year so far, 
however, has been a light one for 
Minnesota where only 
22 
cases 


have been reported. Polio 
is 
a 


mysterious disease. It hardly ever 
strikes a community two years in 
succession, but often times returns 
after a four-year cycle. 


Foundation officials 
have been 


cautious about predicting epidem- 
ics in the large cities. None, ex- 
cept Minneapolis, has had one in 
recent years. 


New York City had one of the 


most serious epidemics in 1916. At 
that time, medical science 
knew 


even less than it knows now about 
the disease. It caused panics and 
sent thousands of parents out of 
the city, taking their children with 
them. 


The polio season usually starts 


in the Southern states in May or 
June and moves north 
as 
the
